M on October 29, 1951, reported that Consul KQSUTIO had 
tried on several occasions to get a repl y fr om the IBnistry of ?crcdgn 
Affairs concerning an inheritance of JQSEraSBRVSL of Colorado who had 
had money left to him in an estate in Jugoslavia, but the Togoslav 
Notio n a l Bank had declined to accept Me share for transfer to him* 
Kosmo told his government that this was having a very bad effect on 
conditions In Colorado where the Consulate was at this very time at* 
tempting to show in a court action there that true reciprocity existed 
between Yugoslavia and the United States in the field of estates* 

P-1 on November 23, 1951, reported that a tun named JOS 
^ASPOJA had died and the heirs in Jugoslavia gave a power of attorney to 
the Consulate at Son ^ranoisco. later on they gave another power of at- 
torney to lURKO^tANDIO of 309 Adler Street, Anaconda, Montana, with the 
idea of not ros&Lvlng any of the irheritaroe in Jugoslavia, but leavlzg 
\ it in the United States for use in buying food and otbtr supplies which 
J would then be sent to the heirs* 
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KOSOTIO stated that the power o f attorney given to the man 
In Anaconda was drawn up in such excellent English that he c onsid ered it 
was probably done at the Amerioan Bnbaasy in Yugoslavia. KOSUHC ashed 
Belgrade to determine if the heirs had violated the inheritance regula- 
tions by the acts outlined above. 

on De cember 12, 1951 reported that KOSUHC handled an 
estate left by VXCT^TODOPXC idiose money went to heirs in lead, S. D. 

X-l on JanuaryJlli* 1952, reported that K03UT3D ms Interested 
In the estate of AMT<M0«OTAPKH1£HIX) who had died in Cairo and he wanted 
a San Francisco resident named VIHIFREJWdSlCH# 1526 Vallejo Street, to 
oooe to the Consulate to discuss the matter. At the same tine T-l said 
that K0SUT3D was anxious to get from the Hlnlatry of Foreign Affairs a 
legal explanation of the Austrian lairs as applied to Croatia and other 
territories. 



Y-l on January 11, 1952, also pointed out that there was an 
estate of $7,779*71 left by a man named MA’W-'JAKSIQ to heirs in the 
United States, Argentina and Yugoslavia. A representative of the United 
States heirs coco to the Consulate and stated that he had boon asked by 
the heirs in Yugoslavia to keep all the money and t o use it to send food 
and other supplies to the family in Yugoslavia* XOSUTXC asked that the 
Finance Ministry rule on this request*

presently In Lo s An geles represen ting the heirs to the estate of his 
late brother, 8TKVS» MTLQRAD OTASEVIC has been in Los Angeles far a 
considerable period of time and both 7-1 and Y-2 in the past have stated 
that K0SUT3B was endeavoring to get GEA3EVZ0 to oone to 6&n Francisco 
to dlsouss his plans in this matter. 

Cto October 29# 1951# KOSUTIO advised T-l that he had investi- 
gated the whole affair concerning this man and had learned through the 
Bov* MEgJL'VUISIGH of Loo Angeles that OTASEVIO was living with a woman 
of poareeputation In Los Angeles, that he was spending a great deal of 
money which he was receiving as advance credit against the estate and 
furthermore, that he was doing everything he oould to stay in the United 
States and not return to his wife and family in Yugoslavia.

vised KOSDTIO to terminate his talk before something serious happened.

correctly visualise the politics of Russia and other eastern states and 
ho came over completely to the pro-Tito view* 

KDSU TJ3S further told T-l that he had several meetings with 
GBCB0B KDVACKVIC in candor to get hJU.: to reactivate himself, after which 
he promised to write again to the newspaper “Novi L±ot tt , which he did* 

KOSUTIC credited the Rev* HXRXO TOI8XDH and KOVACEVXO for 
getting the Serbian benevolent society "Kir" to pass the resolution 
urging that ANDRES’ ARDJHOVICH be turned over to the Yugoslav G o vernment* 

T-l n oted on November 23.* 1951 that KOSUTIC oosplimented 
GEORGE KOVACEVIC for his fight for the propagation of the truth about 
Yugoslavia as seen in his artiolo published in “Novi List 11 on November 
6, 1951* 



KOSUTIC also induced a man from San Pedro named 
JERXOVIDH who has an American wife to reactivate himself in a pro-Tito

At the sane tine this informant stated that KOSUTIC claimed 
that the conflict between the Soviet Union and Jugoslavia arose from 
both eoonooio and political reasons* First the Soviet Uhion did not 
wish to see Jugoslavia use her live year plan for indu s t ri alisation 
and electrification because a* the o depletion of the plan Jugoslavia voal; 
be a nation with an independent government and eoonooio system* In 
March the Soviet Union tried to sake Jugoslavia change its plan* 
When they declined to do so, they called the Jugoslavs traitors and 
then the Coadnform passed its Resolution which was followed by pressure 
IToc the USSR and satellites In the form of econocsio blockade, border 
incidents. Interruptions of railroad service, maltreatment of diplo-
